Enfield Man of 87 Has Remarkable Luck 
in (letting Venison. 

A most unusual deer killing took j 
place in Enfield last Thursday, when 
Albert Slater, 87 years old, secured two 
deer with only one shot. The facts 
were learned from Deputy Fish and 
Game Commissioner D. F. Shea, to 
whom the killing was reported. 

Slater, whose house is in Enfield but 
whose barn is over the line in Ware, 
was sitting in his house Thursday when 1 
seven deer made their appearance and 
proceeded to browse in his orchard. 
Slater seized his gun and going into 
the shed fired a slug at the nearest deer, 
which dropped.

ON WAY HOME FROM SPRINGFIELD 

No Witness of Accident; Probably Thrown 
Out on Steep Icy Hill; Skull 
Fractured. 

Robert Chambers of Three Rivers, a 
farmer and owner of a milk route, was 
killed in a runaway accident on the 
Red Bridge road in the town of Ludlow 
Saturday afternoon, being thrown from 
his wagon and sustaining a fracture of 
the skull. There was no witness of the 
accident, but it is thought that Mr. 
Chambers lost control of his team, or 
that the horses ran away from him on 
an icy hill. The place of the happen¬ 
ing is a bad piece of road with a hair¬ 
pin curve.

A Sabbath sliilness (not a | a 
Sunday stillness, and there is a " 
difference in view of the things going 
on in the Tabernacle) pervades the air 
and one would not suppose, from to¬ 
day's signs, that the Legislature was r 
about to break forth upon us in full c 
effulgence.

They may be 
reticent or they may use language that 
veils their real purpose, but in no I 
career is a lie more looked on as dis¬ 
graceful and useless than in this j 
career to which Talleyrand and Mut- 
ternich gave a bad reputation. 

The study of little things was the 
principal business of some of the older 
diplomats. There is a story that Tal¬ 
leyrand always sat with his back 
against the light and with a snuffbox 
in his hand. Sitting in that position, 
he could watch the play of his oppo¬ 
nent’s features, and by offering his 
enuffbox could gain time before an¬ 
swering a difficult question.—Maurice 
F Egan, United States minister to 
Denmark, in the Youth’s Companion.

Ten 
editions were printed before Bunyan 
died, and the book enjoyed a huge 
popularity among the lowly and hum¬ 
ble of England and Scotland, but was 
sneered at by the educated classes.

. New Englanders and by the French 

- Huguenots. For more than a century 
• i “Pilgrim’s Progress” had no standing

It was alleged, 
however, that he had lorn out portions 
of the heating plants, also the sprinkler 
system, and after breaking into the 
office had removed a desk and four 
chairs. It was also charged that in 
remo\ing the stuff he had lorn holes 
in the walls and toots in order to facili¬ 
tate his actions. 

The material was removed and 
shipped to Springfield last week. Mr.

McCall’s Old-age Pension Proposition- 
New Head of Republican State Com¬ 
mittee — Speaker Cox’s Last Term — 
Other Matters. 

Boston, Jan 8 .—No recent inaugural 
has aroused public attention like that 
of Gov. McCall with its recommenda¬ 
tion of non-contributory old age pen¬ 
sions. It is a serious question what 
will befthe outcome During the de¬ 
livery of the inaugural there was not 
the slightest rustle of applause at any 
point whatever. This is unprece¬ 
dented. legislators have always had 
the custom of applauding when any 
passage met their special approval. It 
is true that Gov. McCall’s manner was 
not such as to invite applause. He 
did not round out his periods and then 
pause for the reaction of his audience. 
But it is singular that there was not 
one solitary hand-clap from beginning 
to end. Attention was close and re¬ 
spectful, however. 

There are two distinct ways in which 
the message for non-contributory old 
age pensions have been received. 
Many letters have come to the gov¬ 
ernor since the inauguration, convey¬ 
ing strong approval of his recommenda¬ 
tion. About all of the press, with the 
exception of the Boston Herald, and 
perhaps an occasional smaller paper, 
has approved the proposition. There 
are many so-called reformers who be¬ 
lieve that this is the foremost reform of 
the time. For instance, Wendell Phil¬ 
lips Toray (he spells it“Thore”), who 
is one of the members of the special 
commission on social insurance and 
has been one of the foremost leaders in 
the Progressive party since 1912, has 
been working for years for this cause. 
He has fathered repeated bills at the 
Legislature, but only to see them de¬ 
feated. Another member of this com- 
mission. Miss Kdna Lawrence Spencer 
1 of Cambridge, has a letter in The Her- 
| aid this morning commending the 
I message. But she is also one of the 
■ Progressives. She was foremost on 
their State committee. Then she 
sought public office under Gov. Foss. 

’ She was a candidate for a place on the 
minimum wage commission, which 
she did not get. But she finally land¬ 
ed this position on the social insurance 
commission. To all people of her class 
and to all the working people the mes¬ 
sage is especially satisfactory. As a 
political move, it seems to be beyond 
question that there are thousands of 
votes in it for the governor. If he goes 
into the senatorial campaign against 
Senator Weeks, this will be worth 
many votes to him which will stand 
with him with enthusiasm, when 
otherwise they would have been in¬ 
different to his fate. 

But there is another side to the issue. 
One of the highest political leaders in 
the State has said to me, speaking of 
the message,“It is pure bunk,b-u-n-k”.

JAPAN FIFTH IN POPULATION 

Country of the Little Brown Men Has h 
Been Growing Rapidly During ? 

Last Decade. 

Japan has been growing in popula- t 
tion since the war with Russia at a 
rate comparable with Germany’s, in t 
the generation just passed. The ex- t 
pansion of territory following the war, 
contributed some millions, so that the * 
aggregate for Greater Japan as dow t 
officially declared is 71,793,078. j 

But Japan proper contains 53,356,- 
295, making her fifth in population * 
among the world’s nations—following ■ 
China, Russia, the United States and 
Germany, in order. The density is ( 
even greater than in Holland or Eng¬ 
land. And particularly interesting is 
the statement of the census bureau 
that the males are in excess—102.14 
for every 100 females. That, of course, 
is contrary to the general rule except 
in the colonies, territory where the 
stage of pioneer development has not 
been completed, or in some of our 
western states. 

With Japan growing at a rate ap¬ 
parently more rapid than any other 
country except the United States, con¬ 
sidering also the limited territory for 
sustaining her people, no other ex¬ 
planation is necessary to account for 
the tendency of the Japanese to emi¬ 
grate. That tendency is of some con¬ 
cern to the United States, and to all 
the commonwealths or colonies in the 
Pacific.—Houston Post.

Some weeks ago a number of young 
men of a district near Woodstock, in 
Ontario, entered the home of a recent¬ 
ly married couple, bound both hand 
and foot, and carried them to the barn 
on a wheelbarrow. There they re¬ 
moved the clothes of the husband and 
smeared hls body with oil and chaff. 
They had no excuse to offer in court 
except that they were “shivareeing” 
the young man and his wife. Small 
fines were imposed on them, which ac¬ 
tion suggests that at least a little 
progress toward a higher civilization 
is being made in the neck of the woods 
of which they are denizens. Beside 
such conduct as that described, the in¬ 
anities so often practiced at weddings 
are insignificant, yet they should be 
consistently discouraged. Guests at 
these ceremonies ought to keep their 
pleasantries from marring the happi¬ 
ness of the bride and g-oora and their 
families; especially, of course, should 
they refrain from practicing such friv¬ 
olities as place the victims in peril of 
positive bodily harm.

Mrs. Harriet C. Flynt and Mrs. Helen 
A. H. Cushman Will Get Portion 
of Legacy. 


Two Monson women are announce*! 
as beneficiaries of the estate of the late s 
Hetty Green, known the country wide i 
and often alluded to as the richest i 
woman in America. The legacies I 
which they will receive have been “on i 
the way” since 1865, having in that < 
year been left in such a manner that 
they were not to become available un- < 
til the death of Mrs. Green. 

The Monson beneficiaries are Mrs. 
Harriett C. Flynt and Mrs. Helen A. 
H. Cushman, and they are to receive 
13850 each. Another near-by benefi¬ 
ciary is Edward A. Howland of Spring- 
field, who will have $3000. Incident¬ 
ally over 400 persons—to be exact, 438 
_nearly a score of them in Massa¬ 
chusetts, will receive sums ranging 
from $27,000 down to $63 from the 
same source. 

The money is a portion of a bequest 
of the late Sylvia Ann Howland, an 
aunt of Mrs. Green, who died in Ne< 
Bedford in 1865 leaving an estate 
over $1,000,000. The income from mis 
was to go to Mrs. Green during her 
life, and at her death the principal 
was to be divided proportionately 
among the lineal descendants of Gid¬ 
eon Howland, her grandfather. In the 
elapsed time these have reached the 
number give n above.

When You Thread a Needle. 

You may deny that your eyesight is 
failing or not so good as it sbould be ’ 
but when it comes to needle-threading 
you are given away. Don’t try to fool 
yourself and waste precious minutes 
'thrusting a refractory thread into a 
needle-eye which you do not see. Do 
it this way: . 

Thrust the needle through a piece of 
cardboard or stiff paper just as far 
as the eye. The paper holds the needle 
securely and throws the eye into re¬ 
lief 

Another method that will help one 
out of the difficulty is this: Some day 
when the light is good, thread a whole 
package of needles upon a spool of 
thread. Then instead of poking over 
one needle at a time, while you are 
sewing, all you have to do is to break 
off a needle and thread until the whole 
pack has been used. 

There is a contrivance now on the 
market consisting of a small magnify¬ 
ing glass, which fastens on the spool 
and magnifies the needle-eye.

Light Measuring. 

The candle power of two sources of 
light cannot be compared by looking 
at the lamps themselves. The color 
of light and the Intensity are very de¬ 
ceiving to the eye. 

The following is a simple method of 
comparing illuminating values: 

“An extremely simple light measur¬ 
ing device, or photometer, can be im- 
| provised by placing a sheet of paper so 
I that the light from two lamps fall on It 
I at the same angle and then holding a 
pencil or other small opaque object at 
a little distance from the paper so that 
it casts two shadows side by side. 

“If the lamps are equaltedistant, 
the one of higher candle p#ier will 
cast the darker shadow; if the paper is 
moved so as to make the shadows 
equally dark, the more distant lamp 
is the more powerful in proportion to 
the square of the distances.”—Electric 
Merchandising.

Town Warrant of 23 Articles. | Teachers AskFor More Pay. 


But Most of Them Routine. Two New And Committee Orants $1 Per Week. 
Appropriation Requests. Third Raise in Past Year 


The town warrant of 23 articles has 
been posted, and calls for the election 
of officers and appropriation meeting 
February 5th. It is probable that the 
appropriation meeting will be put over 
one week, until the evening of Feb. 
12th. The first 18 articles are for the 
usual requests and the other five are of 
less interest than usual. Article 19 
asks for $200 towards the support of the 
district nurse. Article 20 asks for $150 
for agricultural demonstration work for 
the school children, supervision being 
by Hampden County Improvement 
League officials. New fire hose costing 
$200 is asked for in article 21, and No. 

22 is to see if the town will grant the 
King’s Daughters and the Village Im¬ 
provement Society the use of Memorial 
Hall free of charge for their entertain¬ 
ment. 

Article 23 asks for a small sum for 
the purchase and setting out of new 
shade trees. There is more pressing 
need of some semblance of proper care 
of the trees the town now has than of 
setting new ones, although some re¬ 
placements are needed. The tree war¬ 
den is a law unto himself and has the 
power to make elecrric and gas com¬ 
panies and abutters do as he chooses, 
provided he has the courage and a 
proper knowledge of the care of shade 
trees. The job has been slighted in the 
past for many years, not from choice 
of the warden appointed from year to 
year, but because the townspeople have 
failed to demand the proper care. 

For Night School Work. 

One matter of interest to local voters 
which does not appear in the town 
warrant, but which will come up at the 
appropriation meeting, is the night 
school question. The school committee 
will ask the voters their opinion of the 
school, and if they wish to raise a 
small sum of money for its continu¬ 
ance. The class of 12 adult aliens now 
being taught two nights per week for 
20 weeks are making good progress, 
and all who have visited the evening 
school and are at all acquainted with 
its work are of the opinion that it is a 
worthy object. 


In response to a petition signed by 
all the school teachers of Monson the 
school board has voted the regular 
grade teachers an increase in salary of 
$1 per week, starting Jan. 1st. The 
I petition asked for a 20 per cent in¬ 
crease. The $1 a week on a 40-weeks 
basis amounts to 10 per cent for those 
teachers receiving the minimum sal¬ 
ary of $400 per annum, and less in per 
centage for those receiving higher sal¬ 
aries. This is the third advance the 
local teachers have received in the last 
12 months. Comparisons with Palmer 
and other surrounding towns showed 
that Monson was paying only slightly 
less than most towns of its size, and in 
many cases as much or more. Palmer 
teachers received a $1 per week raise 
last September. The new increase 
means an additional expenditure of 
$800 per annum.

Ten Million Dollars for Irrigation. 

The greatest storage dam in the 
world was formally dedicated at the 
conclusion of the sessions of the Na¬ 
tional Irrigation Congress which met 
at El Paso, Tex., in October. It 
blocks a canyon of the Rio Grande 
120 miles north of El Paso, stores all 
the flood and normal flow of fe river 
which drains 30,000 square miles', 
forms a lake 45 miles long with an 
average depth of 65 feet and a shore 
line of 200 miles, and submerges 
more than 42,000 acres. 

It cost $10,000,000. And the water 
stored will irrigate 185,000 acres and 
develop 35,000 horsepower.

Snow 18 Inches Deep. School Children m

Not for several years has there been p 
such a fall of snow at one time as came ^ 
Monday, fully 18 inches accumulating « 
between early in the morning and « 
about 6 o’clock at night. 

The storm started off in much the ^ 
same manner as did the famous bliz- 
zard of 1888, and many were vividly & 
reminded of their experiences of that 
time. There were about three inches of ^ 
snow at 7 in the morning, and the q 
flakes stopped falling for a little. Then 
they began to come again, thick and ^ 
fast. So rapidly did they accumulate ! 
that by noon there was over a foot of 
snow, with a continuous addition un-

| POWER OF FIREFLY’S LIGHT 

Calculation Difficult Because It Shows 
Brightest Only When in 
Flight. 


It was just a country road, dusty 
and crooked. A tiny brook lazily 
flowed along oa one side of it and a 
jungle of dense green banked the oth¬ 
er. A tumbled rail fence divided the 
brook from the road. The still, sweet- 
scented air was unbroken by even the 
song of a bird. But, mingled with the 
gurgling melody of the brook, was the 
sound of a young girl’s sobs.

Calculating the candle power of a 
firefly’s light is no easy matter, espe- 
daily as it shows its brightest light j 
only when in flight; but William H. 
Pickering of the Harvard astronomical 
station at Mandeville, Jamaica, man¬ 
aged to do it by comparing it with the 
I light of certain stars, says the Elec¬ 
trical Experimenter. The Jamaican 
firefly gives a brighter light than those 
with which we in the States are fa- j 
miliar, and Pickering’s calculations are | 
for that of the tropical insect. In a 
recent letter to Nature he states that: 

“A great number of them fly along 
a neighboring road, and their position 
can be determined by their illumina¬ 
tion on the inclosing stone walls. 
Their brightness was found to equal 
that of the star Canopus, which was 
just over the road and at rather a low 
altitude. Its brightness was at that 
time equal to Orionis, the altitude of 
which was 40 degrees. It was a very 
clear evening, as is generally the case 
' here, so that we may take the bright¬ 
ness of the latter as of one magnitude, 
i The distance of the road was 175 feet, 

, or 53 meters. A zero magnitude star 
> is equal to one candle power at 526 
s meters. If of zero magnitude the light 
t of the firefly would therefore have been 
just 0.01 of a candle power. Being of 
! first magnitude, its light was 0.044 
f I candle power. This result is probably 
y . correct within half a magnitude, or 50 
1 i per cent, and considering the apparent I 
d j brilliancy of the insect, is smaller 
e than one w r ould have expected.

Then it was discovered that 
this plant made excellent fodder for 
domestic animals when shorn of its 
spines; and chemists found in the 
leaves a substance which appeared to 
be a powerful heart stimulant for hu¬ 
man beings. Curiously enough this 
substance does not affect the lower an¬ 
imals as it does human beings; and 
this fact led many investigators to 
question its potency. Most medicinal 
substances affect the lower animals, or 
1 at least some of them, in much the 
. same* manner as they affect human be¬ 
ings. Cactus is an exception, how- 

• ever; and although it contains a heart 

• stimulant of such powerful action that 
s It must be administered with caution, 

it produces no perceptible effects on 
the animals that are commonly used 
3 for the testing experiments.

This commission finds that a 
considerable number of tractors are al¬ 
ready in use in French agriculture, and 
that their number can be increased b 
enormously as soon- as the war ends, h 
It is looking out now for the plows, tl 
harrows, drills, etc., to be hauled by o 
these tractors, and seeking mechanical ti 
training for the young men and worn- h 
en who must operate them. t 

The possibilities In this line are very s 
great. French farms are small, to o 
be sure, much smaller than the unit i 
area which has been found most profit- t 
able for tractor operation. But there - 
are no fences between the fields, one J 
or two good tractors could do the plow- 1 
ing and harvesting for a whole hamlet, < 
and while the French never talk much I 
about co-operation and have little for- 1 
mal organization for it, they are among 1 
the most expert co-operators in the i 
world. 

No mechanical equipment can make j 
up entirely for the losses of man-pow- j 
er due to the war, but the machines 
wifi help, and it Is clear that their aid i 
will be claimed tb the fullest possi¬ 
ble extent.

Money in Coconuts. 

The discovery has been made at Co¬ 
lombo that coconut water, better 
known, perhaps, as coconut “milk,” 
which has always been considered a 
useless waste product, is an excellent 
rubber coagulant. Millions of gallons 
of coconut water allowed to run to 
waste on estates can now be made use 
of at a good profit. 

The coconut water is allowed to fer¬ 
ment for four or five days, after which 
it can be used without further delay 
as coagulating latex. This is said to 
produce a fine rubber, superior to that 
procured with the use of crude acetic 
acid. The color of the rubber with 
acetic acid fermentation is decidely In¬ 
ferior to the coconut water fermenta¬ 
tion. Coconut water is now made up J 
in bulk and shipped in large quantities 
from cocount plantations to rubber es¬ 
tates.

The discussion of a place w 
where fifty could eat their lunches to- P’ 
gether followed, as the schoolhouse 
contains no assembly room. The town 8 
hall dining room, the schoolrooms and » 
the basement room of the school build- a 
ing were suggested, but no decision ii 
was reached at the Council meeting. 

As neither t»f the three schoolrooms is 
large enough to accommodate all who J 
remain, two rooms are being used at 
present for the purpose. a 

There have been many meetings of t 
the Home Committee and several con- j 
ferences between that committee and 
the school board to arrange details and , 
get the enterprise in running order and 
properly directed and managed. There 
is some money in the treasury of the 
Home-Making Group, the whole or a 
part of which will go toward paying 
for supervision and supplies. Parents 
and others have ffered to contribute 
toward necessary supplies. 

It is felt that additional good to that 
derived directly from the lunches may 
result from this community effort and 
the joing of forces. Parents may be 
brought into closer touch with the 
schools and co-operate more with them. 
They may become better acquainted 
with teachers and pupils and have a 
better knowledge of the unusually at¬ 
tractive schoolrooms and the general 
condition of the building, whi:h has 
recently received the commendation of 
a State official inspecting it. While 
realizing their own responsibilities, 
they may understand better the pur¬ 
poses and efforts of the teachers and 
school authorities to bring the schools 
to a high standard of excellence.

FOUND VERY ECONOMICAL TO BUILD 


Commended by Educational Experts as 
Latest and Best In School Build- 
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A very large measure of interest has ^ ^ 
been aroused locally over the propo- he 
sition of the town’s schoolhouse com- 
mittee to provide the additional school 
facilities which all agree are needed by ^ 
the erection of a one-story building, ^ 
and much has been said pro and con ^ 
concerning the proposition. Particu- 
larly has it been claimed that a one- ^ 
story building is more costly to erect ^ 
than one of two stories. He 

In this connection the following Qf 
article, from a very recent issue of The in 
Journal of Education, will be of in- Af 
terest. Under a picture of the build- un 
ing, which shows a substantial te( 
structure of pleasing appearance, not gu< 
so ornate perhaps as the one proposed Qf 
for Palmer but the same on general mj 
principles, was the following caption: gU 
“ ‘Safety first ’ schoolhouse, Westfield, wf 
Mass.; largest school building of this ^ 
type in New England, and as large as ^ 
any in the country.” The description ch 
of it was: 

The town of Westfield, Mass., must b j 
be granted the foremost position of any be 
community in New England for its Q f 
one-story type of schoolhouse. On the 
evening of February 12, Lincoln s ^ 
Birthday, F. W. Wright, Massachusetts 
Deputy Commissioner of Education, rfl 
gave an address in dedication of this w 
building of sixteen rooms with an w 
assembly hall which will comfortably ^ 
seat 600. With the existing urgent lc 
demands by school departments all s 
over New England for housing facilities y 
it is evident, from the example furnish- a 
ed by this wide-aw T ake community, that ^ 
housing convenient for school work can q 
be economically provided. b 

On a two-acre lot stands a building Q 
182 feet by 116 feet of the one-story c 
type, lighted from overhead as in a ? 
studio rather than by windows, with 
Chicago type of wardrobes, each child 
furnished with a coat hanger; standard ^ 
time clock equipment with a four pro¬ 
gram master clock; intertelephonic 
communication with each classroom, . 
boiler room and principal’s office; fire ( 
alarm system; fireproof asbestos booth 
for moving picture machine; large stage, 
sixteen by twenty-four, in auditorium, 
which is sixty-six by sixty-two, com- 
pletely equipped, and with heating a 
combination of direct and indirect with 
motor driven fans. All, with the ex¬ 
ception of the land, has been completed 
for less than $60,000. 

The only excavation required was 
forty by fifty for the janitor’s room, 
boiler room and coal bunkers. On the 
ground floor is found principal’s office, 
teachers’ room, four supply closets, 
janitor’s closet, boys’ toilet, girls’ toilet, 
auditorium, two completely equipped 
kindergarten rooms each twenty-two 
by thirty, connected by folding doors, 
with kindergarten toilets opening out 
of each room and a roomy cloak room 
for each; twelve classrooms, each twen¬ 
ty-three by thirty, equipped with forty 
Moulthrop desk chairs and auditorium 
furnished with movable folding chairs. 
Every room is furnished with teacher’s 
desk and swivel chair, two bentwood 
chairs, table and revolving blackboard.

Wonderful Accumulation of Yellow 

Metal Stored in the Assay Office 
at New York. 

The New York assay office is now 
the most important institution of the 
kind in the world. There is more gold 
stacked up In boxes and kegs, in bricks 
and bars, In bins and bags, than ever 
before in the history of the country. 
The assay office, says the New York 
World, is the purchasing agent for the 
government. Foreign gold, consigned 
to banks and trust companies, is 
“cashed in” through the assay office. 

British sovereigns, packed in boxes, 
are piled as high as the celling. Dodg¬ 
ing that golden bulwark, the visitor is 
likely to bump into the cases full of 
French twenty francs that are piled on 
the other side. Turning to reach the 
elevator, he skirts a row of gold bars, 
packed five ten-thousand-dollar bars 
to the keg, in sawdust, and stretching , 
along the wall twice the height of a 
man. 

All gold, of whatever nature, is melt-1 
ed and refined to a fineness of 999.5, 
or finer, and cast into bars of standard 
sizes. The value of each bar is ex¬ 
pressed in United States dollars and 
cents. Every bar and coin has to stand 
the acid test. 

There are 15 big melting pots at 
work on gold exclusively. It seems al¬ 
most brutal to see the workmen scoon

Waste Bark Replaces Rags. 

A method of using waste hemlock 
tan bark to replace partially expensive 
rag stock in the manufacture of felt 
roofing has been developed at the for¬ 
est products laboratory at Madison, 
Wis., and Is now being used commer¬ 
cially by co-operating mills, according 
to an announcement made by the for¬ 
est service. It is stated that in these 
mills from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
rags is being replaced by waste bark 
and that the quality of the finished 
product is equal to that manufactured 
solely from rags. Members of the for¬ 
est service who have been conducting 
the experiments say that the utiliza¬ 
tion of the bark will make it possible 
to effect a considerable saving in the 
manufacture of felt roofing.

Constitutional Convention Nominations — 

To Protect Workingmen or Aid for Ger¬ 
many? - Business Progressing Rapidly 
—in Memory of Frank B. Sanborn. 

Boston, Feb.26—Next week Tuesday 
will be the <ast day for nominations for 
the constitutional convention. Primar¬ 
ies will occur the first Tuesday of April. 
Election will come the first Tuesday of 
May. The first Wednesday of June the 
convention is due to open. Hence the 
lists of possible delegates must be closed 
within one week. This makes the seri¬ 
ousness of the situation impressive, if 
Massachusetts is to have a convention 
at all comparable with that of 1858, 
which was the last one held in this 
State and which has been described as 
the finest public body of men ever 
gathered officially in Massachusetts. 

It is also true, by repute, that the con¬ 
stitutional convention of 1820 was com¬ 
posed of a large number of distinguish¬ 
ed men, Daniel Webster being one of 
them. But there are no indications 
that the convention of 1917 will give 
any future historian the opportunity 
to say that this was the most eminent 
collection of Massachusetts citizens 
ever gathered under one roof for public 
purposes. 

Yourcorrespondent has gone carefully 
through the list of nominations filed 
almost up to the hour of writing. There 
is none in the entire group who will 
awe the people of the State by the 
towering nature of his reputation or of 
his accomplishments. It is true that 
there are lacking many names which 
will probably be there when the lists 
close. We do not yet see Joseph 
Walker, or David I. Walsh, or Charles 
8. Bird, or President Lowell of Har¬ 
vard, or some others who are expected 
to shed luster on the list. But if the 
list, by a large majority, is composed 
of mediocrities, the people—when they 
vote on their product, whether it be at 
the coming State election or some time 
next summer after the convention shall 
have dragged along much later than 
the people expected, as Secretary Albert 
P. Langtry predicts—will be certain to 
remember that the majority, not the 
few’, shaped the acts of the convention 
and will act accordingly. Events seem 
to be preparing already for a repudia¬ 
tion of the work of the convention 
whenever the people get at it. 

With all the thorough organization 
of the friends of the initiative and 
referendum, and their putting a ticket 
in nearly every district of the State, 
they have as yet agreed upon only 
three of their possible 16 candidates for 
delegate at large. President Harry A. 
Garfield of Williams College heads the 
list. The others are Professor Johnson 
of Harvard and Arthur D.Hill, a Boston 
lawyer. The latter t.wo were foremost 
figures in 1912 at the organization of the 
Roosevelt Bull Moose movement and 
their prominence in this movement for 
the constitutional convention is not an 
accident, but it is symptomatic of the 
nature of the affair, especially of the 
effort to put through the initiative and 
referendum. It is true that there are 
some Democrats in the Union for 
Progressive Constitution, and Governor 
Walsh is one of the leaders of the 
movement, while the Democratic party 
is devoted officially to this cause. The 
friends of the proposition are focusing 
their energies on this one cause alone. 
They believe in other things, but this 
one alone is their shibboleth. By that 
they stand or fall. They believe that 
they can control the convention. Sec¬ 
retary of State Albert P. Langtry, j 
speaking of the situation as it comes 
under his notice, predicts that there 
will be so much personal self-advertis¬ 
ing, such an obsession of the delegates 
with the belief that immortal reputa- 
tation awaits them if they only get 
their speeches officially reported, that 
the time of the convention will be 
large occupied with these buncombe 
performances and that the end of the 
work is more likely to come next sum¬ 
mer than in time for the people to vote 
upon it at the next State election. It 
is the fact that there is a large propor¬ 
tion of men in the list thus far entered 
who have a very limited reputation. 
Their prestige will not extend across 
the State and it will not signify any¬ 
thing for most of the voters that they 
g ive their powerful support to any one 


Republican, who died Saturday morn¬ 
ing in Westfield, N. J., at the home of 
his son in consequence of an accident 
whereby his hip was broken.

proposition. John L. Bates has told 
the man who tells me that he shall not 
be a candidate for the convention. The 
attorney general rules that the judges 
of the supreme court are ineligible, and 
that fact will tend to impair the confi¬ 
dence which the State has in the con¬ 
vention body. Various candidates are 
giving publicity to their view’s in order 
to catch votes, while others refuse to 
say what they believe, affirming that 
they ought to hold *»eir minds open 
for arguments. 

German sympathizers seem to be 
getting in their w’ork on the legisla¬ 
ture. But they cover it up with a pre¬ 
tense of protecting the welfare of our 
working people and preventing suffer¬ 
ing from high prices. There are plans 
for an embargo on food products in 
order that exports to Europe for the 
salvation of starving wretches there 
need not raise the price for the work¬ 
ingmen of the United States, who are 
having all the work they can do and 
who are getting higher wages than 
ever before in their lives. There are 
bills for seizure of foodstuffs by the 
authorities of cities and towns. It 
would seem as if a craze had struck 
the demagogues or as if cunning tools 
of the German militarists were trying 
(o use every device to save themselves 
from their impending defeat. It is 
strange that there is not more of 
protest against such tactics. While 
the people of Massachusetts are mak¬ 
ing great contributions for the suffer¬ 
ing Belgians, Poles, Armenians and 
others who have been driven out of 
their homes and have lost all their 
property by the war, it seems to be ex¬ 
pected that Massachusetts officially 
will belie all this private generosity 
at the behest of some cunning and 
crafty people, or some very badly 
frightened people, or some supremely 
selfish people and refuse with one 
hand what it gives with the other. 
There is more or less politics in this 
and there are men under the dome, as 
truly as in Washington, who are quite 
willing to embarrass the government 
and to make European patriots suffer 
for the sake of party politics. 

The progress of business is quite en¬ 
couraging. It will be remembered 
that last year the session came very 
near prorogation in May. This year 
there are less matters than last year, 
by a very slight margin. The quan¬ 
tity of business disposed of has been 
thus far about the same as it was last 
year. Clerk Kimball of ihe House 
said last week that there was not a 
difference of five matters in the 
records of the two years. It is ex¬ 
pected that the session will end before 
June 5 in order that the constitutional 
convention may have the hall of the 
House. It looks as if that could be 
accomplished. Both of the presid¬ 
ing officers are good dispatchers of 
business, and they keep close watch of 
the standing of the calendars from day 
to day. 

At the time of writing no vote has 
been reached on the resolutions report¬ 
ed unanimously by the committee on 
federal relations for an embargo on the 
exportation of food stuffs, but there has 
been a hot debate in the House which 
has lined up the members so that it 
looks as if they would refuse to adopt 
what came in so unanimously. Presi¬ 
dent Wilson’s address to Congress fig¬ 
ured in debate, only a very short time 
after it had been delivered. It was 
sharply charged by Mr. Sherburne of 
Brookline, the military leader of the 
House and the commander of the Ma^s 
achusetts artillery on the Mexican 
border last summer, that the bill was 
supported only by the pro-Germans and 
the Irish who hate England. Of course 
that brought out a vehement tirade 
from Martin M. Lomasney, and Mr, 
Atwood of Boston, author of the reso¬ 
lutions, «aid that there was no German 
or ally in them, but only protection for 
Americans first from high prices. 
Things reached a high tension when 
Mr. Sherburne said that the man who 
asked where England stood might be 
set up against a wall and shot and he 
would be willing to be the man to do 
it.

EXPLAINS WARMTH OF WOOL 

Superior to Linen Because It Is an 
Animal Product and Also Has 
Special Properties. 

The main difference between wool 
and lffien is that wool is animal and 
linen is vegetable, and that the fiber 
of wool is Irregular, while that of 
linen is straight and regular. When 
the Irregular fiber of the wool is woven 
It contains certain little cells which 
hold a neutral layer of air. The linen \ 
has no such cells. This layer of air 
which the cells make is like an in¬ 
visible coat that keeps the normal heat 
of the body from leaving It and which < 
at the same time keeps the atmos- , 
phere which is colder than the body ‘ 
temperature from entering It. 

This layer of air is, as some writer 
has put it, a little gaseous armor. 

If woolen yarn is rendered straight 
and regular by some special treatment 
In the mill, and is woven like linen, it 
Is only a very little warmer than linen. 
That little Is due to its being animal, 
which has always more warmth to It j 
than vegetable product.

; TO CONCEAL FLASH OF GUNS 

’ Efforts of Military Men of All Coun- 
* i tries Have Long Been Bent in 
That Direction. 


Both the French and the German 
armies have been trying for years to 
discover how to make a gun that shall 
be not merely noiseless, but that shall 
emit no flash. For, as Nicolas Flamel 
says in La Nature, after dark two ob¬ 
servers by watching the time can with 
accurate chronometers having lumi¬ 
nous dials discover precisely the posi¬ 
tion of an enemy battery, or three ob¬ 
servers, regardless of time, can do the 
same by grouping their observations 

And this merely by the flash of the 

German inventors succeeded by add¬ 
ing a minute quantity of alkaline salts 
to their powder in diminishing the 
flash, but they found that in proportion 
as they suppressed the flash they in¬ 
creased the smoke. Other substances 
added to the powder for this purpose 
have been vaseline, alkaline soaps, 
oxalates and reslnates of soda, barium 
and aluminum. None was successful. 

The French tackled the problem as a 
’ mechanical rather than a chemical 
one. A gun is really only an explosion 
I motor and it seemed that there ought 
, to be a way of muffling its sounds and 
its flash as those of other such motors 
a are muffled. It was not until 1909, 

! when Maxim invented hls silencer, 
that the problem seemed on the way 
. to solution. Many other silencers, 
most of which quench much of the 
„ light as well as the sound, have been 
invented since then, but none is a prac¬ 
tical success in warfare, either from 
, the point of view of sound or of light.

Europe's Largest Dam. 

The largest dam in Europe has Just 
been completed near Barcelona, Spain. 
It is built across the chasm through 
which the Noguera Pallaresa river 
flowed. Abutting on almost perpendic¬ 
ular cliffs, the dam is constructed of 
concrete, and measures 330 feet In 
height and 700 feet in length. The 
thickness is 230 feet at the base, grad¬ 
ually decreasing to 14 feet at the top. 
The valley above the dam was bought 
from the various landholders at a cost 
of near $1,000,000, and now filled with 
water forms an artificial lake 15% 
miles long and 3% miles wide. The 
water that now passes through the 
power house yields an electric current 
of 20,000 horse power. Later it will be 
increased to 40,000 horse power. The 
water is carried by a system of canals 
into an arid district, where it irrigates 
a surface of nearly 100 square miles.

New Ways of Sterilizing Soil.

Trace of Windows in Ancient City. 

Examination of the ruins of Cnos- 
sus reveals in the eastern part - the 
palace rectangular openings, which 
were undoubtedly'windows, with rai.‘P 1 
sills and stone benches, inside, while 
the ordinary dwellings of Cnossus were 
from two to three stories high, the 
openings in the upper stories being 
filled with windows framed in timber 
with transoms and mullions. 

For Packing Glass. 

When packing glass or china use 
excelsior or straw that has been slight¬ 
ly dampened. The water causes both 
of these materials to swell, and this 
swelling automatically fills up the 
crevices, thus wedging the packing in

If there was previously any doubt i 
of the damnable hellishness of the < 
German submarine policy it has been i 
entirely eliminated by the reports of 
the facts in the sinking of the Belgian 
relief ship Storstad last week. The 
steamer, unmistakably marked as a 
relief vessel, was shelled for fifteen 
minutes from a distance of three miles, 
the vessel being stopped and having 
hoisted signals showing its relief char¬ 
acter. It carried neither guns nor wire¬ 
less, and made no attempt to escape. 
The submarine then submerged, and 
while waiting for instructions to pro¬ 
ceed the Storstad was torpedoed with¬ 
out warning from a distance of only 
400 yards. Commenting on the action, 
the New York Sun says: 

One thousand yards is the usual 
limit of submarine torpedo range if 
accuracy in aim is to be reasonably 
certain. Eight hundred yards is better. 
Four hundred yards is, or should be, as 
easy as putting a pistol to a man s 
breast and pulling the trigger. Ihe 
aubmarine would never have dared 
venture so close had she not been con¬ 
fident of the unarmed and unresisting 
character of the relief ship Storstad. 
What a delightfully easy task was 
the submarine commander s! it 
nartook almost of the character of 
sport, like stabbing a Red Cross nurse 
as she ministers to the dying. 

And another Belgian relief vessel was 
gunk last week bv a submarine outside 
of the blockade zone.

Improvement Society Holds Important 
Meeting. 


There was a good attendance at the q 
regular meeting of the Brimfield Im- g , 
provement Society in the library tl 
building Monday evening, and the a 
meeting was of unusual interest. j* 

Clarence King, moth superintendent, 
and Charles Streeter, tree warden, gave d 
instructive reports of their attendance ^ 
upon the sixth annual conference of c 
foresters and tree wardens in Boston ^ 
last week. Mr. King described the b 
principal moth enemies of trees and 
the best methods of suppressions. The 
clusters of the tent caterpillar, he said, 
can be easily brushed off when they 
begin to form and thus prevent the ^ 
large nests. Proper spraying will be 
efficacious in destroying the Brown-tail 
and Gypsy moths, and may take ^ 
the place of the application of creosote £ 
to the trees infested with Gypsy moths. , 
Mr. Streeter dwelt on the care of trees 
for their preservation, and explained ( 
methods of “tree surgery.” He also , 
explained the infection of the blister 
rust of the white pine the agency of 
current and gooseberry bushes, the wild 
species of the family being the most 
common hosts in localities where the 
disease exists. Mr. Streeter said that 
the brown appearance of certain local 
pine trees last summer was fortunately 
not due to disease but to the scorching 
of the needles by the hot sun after a 
wet spring,which had made the needles 
unusually tender. Both speakers 
answered questions in the discussion 
which followed. 

It was recommended by Mr. Glavin, 
teacher of the agricultural department 
of the Hitchcock Free Academy, that 
war should be waged especially on the 
elm tree beetles, which unmolested can 
destroy a tree in three years. He urged 
looking for and killing the beetles in 
attics where they take refuge through 
the winter. 

In the business session, the improve¬ 
ment of the grounds surrounding the 
soldiers’ monument was discussed, and 
Orrin Hicks, chairman of the select¬ 


men, was appointed a committee of 
the society for this purpose. 

Members of the roads and transpor¬ 
tation committee of the Brimfield 
Council, in which the Improvement 
Society is represented, reported that 
the committee is strongly in favor of 
a movement for a ten-cent trolley fare 
to Palmer. 

Mr. Glavin reported that he will un¬ 
dertake the care of the shrubs in the 
Center school grounds, which is in ac¬ 
cordance with the recommendation of 
the society and a vote of the school 
board. 

At the close of the meeting the mem¬ 
bers of the Civic Betterment commit 
tee of the Brimfield Council organized 
with Edward B. Brown chairman, and 
Miss Jennie Sumner secretary.

The estimate of the cost of the con¬ 
stitutional convention was $375,000. 
But it seems that there was nothing 
included for advertising to the people 
the result of the convention. In New 
York they spent $660,000 in 302 papers 
advertising to the people what the 
propositions were upon which they 
were to vote. Here was over $2000 for 
each newspaper used, on an average. 
Yet there is no doubt that the people 
ought to know what they are voting 
about, nor that newspaper advertising 
would be the cheapest and most effect¬ 
ive. It would be much better than 
any official pamphlet for distribution, 
for the circulation would be general 
and it would be better read than in a 
pamphlet sent out by the State. If 
this cost is added there will be a large 
sum, bringing up the total, probably, 
to over $500,000. Yet there has been 
no more foolish proposition, in the 
opinion of many of our worthy people, 
than the holding of a constitutional 
convention this year. 

Talk of the governorship begins to 
be heard. Gov. McCall does not say 
what he will do, but it seems to be ex¬ 
pected that he will run again. In the 
meantime, Grafton D. Cushing is men¬ 
tioned as a probable candidate, whether 
or not McCall runs again. It seems to 
be now or never with him, and the 
status of Lieut. Governor Coolidge 
makes it all the more imperative for 
Cushing to do something soon if he is 
going to do anything at all.

If, for Instance, he is present on the 
first day of a session, he will notice 
that, before the clerk at the table 
reads out the business printed on the 
order paper, he calls out “outlawry 
bill,” which is thereupon considered to 
have been read a first time, and the 
house passes on to its appropriate 
business. 

It is the symbol which marks the 
victory of parliament long years ago 
in its claim to consider whatever busi¬ 
ness it likes without interference by 
the crown. So, in the first day of ev¬ 
ery session, before parliament pro¬ 
ceeds to consider the business for 
which it has been called together, it 
turns aside to give a first reading to 
the outlawry bill. 

The same curious rite takes place 
in the house of lords at the beginning 
of each session, but in this case the 
bill which Is read a first time is called 
“select vestries,” and it is considered 
immediately after the kings’ speech 
has been read. No one knows what 
the outlawry bill or the select vestries 
bill is, but they stand for the suprem¬ 
acy of parliament.

CUSTOMS OF THE COMMONS 

Bills In Both British Houses of Par¬ 
liament That Tend to Keep the 
Memory Green. 

There is no other building in the 
United Kingdom where the daily cus¬ 
toms observed are so full of interest 
as in the house of commons, says a 
writer in London Tit-Bits. Many peo¬ 
ple who sit in the gallery fail to see 
in the various forms links which bind 
us to events of centuries ago. But if 
the visitor is willing to find out the 
significance of what he sees, he will 
enter Into a world of inexhaustible ro¬ 
mance. 

If, for Instance, he is present on the 
first day of a session, he will notice 
that, before the clerk at the table 
reads out the business printed on the 
order paper, he calls out “outlawry 
bill,” which is thereupon considered to 
have been read a first time, and the 
house passes on to its appropriate 
business. 

It is the symbol which marks the 
victory of parliament long years ago 
in its claim to consider whatever busi¬ 
ness it likes without interference by 
the crown. So, in the first day of ev¬ 
ery session, before parliament pro¬ 
ceeds to consider the business for 
which it has been called together, it 
turns aside to give a first reading to 
the outlawry bill. 

The same curious rite takes place 
in the house of lords at the beginning 
of each session, but in this case the 
bill which is read a first time is called 
“select vestries,” and it is considered 
Immediately after the kings’ speech 
has been read. No one knows what 
the outlawry bfll or the select vestries 
bill Is, but they stand for the suprem¬ 
acy of parliament. 

Group Immodesty. 

Why Is it that men who individu¬ 
ally are modest to the point of timid¬ 
ity are the very opposite when they 
get together? 

The United States has a number of 
militia regiments which have attached 
the words “battling” and “fighting” to 
their names. They did this before 
they were much more than organized 
and they have retained the words 
though they have seen no fighting and 
smelled only the powder of the tar¬ 
get ranges.

BABIES MURDERED IN CHINA 


e Mother Laughingly Admitted She 
Had “Disposed Of" Seven of Her 
Nine Daughters. 


A Chinese mother told me the other 
day that she had disposed of sevea of 
her owm daughters. She told it with 
a laugh! She had borne nine; had 
given away two, and had drowned the 
other seven in the slop bucket. 

When I tried to find some appeal to 
conscience—to a sense of wrong—it 
simply was not there. And the pas¬ 
tor’s wife, who was with me at the 
time, when I asked her what these peo¬ 
ple do regard a sin, said, “Why, noth¬ 
ing! They do not think anything is 
wrong! If they carry the idols round 
twice a year they may do as they like.” 

I went home with this murderess and 
found her sweet, young daughter-in- 
law, who has studied a little in our 
schools, very sad and heartbroken be¬ 
cause her two little daughters had been 
killed at birth or thrown away by their 
father. Of course, the mother-in-law 
had also insisted upon this. Her one 
son had been killed when five days old 
by the malpractice of the midwife, who 
had taken him in hand when some 
baby ailment developed, and burned his 
head, hands and breast with live coals. 
So the poor little mother was left 
childless. 

“My little baby girls cling to my 
heart night and day!” she cried. “I 
don’t know what became of them. I 
loved them just as I loved the boy, all 
the time they were with me before they 
were born. I wanted them so! But 
he was unwilling, so they had to die,” 
and she buried her face in her hands.—

England Forms of Easter 
ation Indulged In for Cen- 
ies Are Still Kept Up. 


The mention of hot cross buns im¬ 
mediately suggests England, where 
they are used more universally than 
perhaps any other country. And while 
England is not a Catholic country, 
so-called, rural customs of all kinds, 
religious and otherwise, have an un¬ 
usually firm hold. One of the very 
strangest Easter-day customs Is called 
the hareple festival, enacted In Leices¬ 
tershire, at the village of Hallaton. 
Every Easter morning a brass band 
heads a procession which takes in most 
everybody in the town. 

They parade through the streets and 
after a short service at the Episcopal 
church the rector, aided by two or 
three officials of the village, cuts up a 
large rabbit pie, which has been baked 
for the occasion.

Assessors’ Notice. 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 41 of 
Part I of Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1909, as 
amended by Sec. 5, Chap. 198. Acts of 1914, all 
persons, firms and corporations, domestic or 
foreign, subject to taxation In the town of 
Palmer, are hereby notified and required to 
bring In to the Assessors of said town on or 
before the 15th day of May next. In case of 
residents, true lists of all their polls and 
estates, both real and personal (not exempt 
by law from taxation), of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April In the 
current year, and In case of non-residents and 
foreign corporations, true lists of all their 
estate, both real and personal, in said town 
of Palmer, not (exempt from taxation.) which 
lists must be verified by oath, as required by 
Section 43 of said Part I, as amended by 
Chapter 294 of the General Acts of 1918. 

Under the provisions of Section 12 of said 
Part 1. as amended by Chapter 515, Acts of 
1909, the above-mentioned lists must be in 
form prescribed by the Tax Commissioner of 
the Commonwealth. These blank forms may 
be had at the Assessors’ Office, or will be 
mailed to any address upon application.
